Realtors Give Up 
On George Home 


A small piece of early Plano, the George Home, is slowly losing its fight 
against progress. 
The Collin County Board of Realtors had been attem pting to preserve the 
the nineteenth century structure by raising funds for its move to the Ammie 
Wilson Park on FM 544, but with only $4,200 raised in a 10-month drive the 
realtors are giving up. 
W D. (Bud) Wiser said Thursday that the board would contact the Plano 
Heritage Society (PHS) and inform the group that if the house cannot be 
moved within 90 days, the realtors will return the money they have raised. 
The city purchased the George Home three years ago to obtain the 
property for a parking lot at the proposed government complex. The house 
was offered up for bids, but none was received so the city decided to tear the 
structure down. 
The possible loss of the ornate residence distressed the PHS and the city 
agreed to postpone its removal so the society could preserve the structure 
with the Ammie Wilson farmhouse. 
Since that time, several people, not all of them from Plano, have indicated 
a willingness to take the George Home and restore it for residential or 
business uses. Some have even offered to pay for the privilege, although no 
firm bids have been received. 
If PHS is unable to find the ways and means of moving the home this 
spring, the residence which has long stood at the corner of 16th St. and L 
Ave. may be removed from Plano.

Junipers,

evergreens, are reluctant to 
produce new growth from 
old woody stems Make sure 
to leave enough twiggy 
shoots to cover your pruning 
cuts. 
There’s also the possibility 
that your plants will need so 
much pruning that you’d be 
better off 
just 
replacing 
them. 
Dear Doc: 
How often 
should we water hanging 
baskets and potted hibiscus 
we’re storing in our garage 
over winter? 
Just often enough to deep 


them from dying. If your 
garage 
is 
heated 
and 
brightly 
lighted you 
can 
water fairly frequently. For 
most of us, though, we need 
to keep the plants just a little 
bit thirsty. And certainly not 
fertilized 
Dear Doc: Part of our St. 
Augustine lawn caught fire 
last week. It was on a slope 
where it dried out rapidly 
after the rains, and was 
apparently set.

DEAR POLLY — When going on a first visit to a new baby 
in a home w here there are one or m ore toddlers, deduct fifty 
cents or a dollar from the cost of the wee one’s gift and spend 
it on som ething to take the others. This will delight them and 
help the m other deal with the problem of any resentm ent 
toward the new baby. Can’t you hear them saying, “ I have a 
new baby brother (or sister) and people bring m e presents, 
too.” 
My com m ent was: “ I think this is a wonderful idea, don’t 
you? It rem inded m e of a tactful and thoughtful thing my 
daughter-in-law ’s m other did when a new baby brother was 
being brought home from the hospital to join his little sister.
